And Mr.Speakgr, I conceive it will not be altogether im- 
pertinent for your direion and guidance in that great place, 
which by the favour of his Majeſtic, and this Houls you now 
poſſeſſe , a little to recolleQ our ſelves in the remembrance 
of what was done the laſt Parlizment,and where we endcd, 

It will likewiſe be very conſiderable what hath bin done 
ſmce that Parliament, and who they are that have becne the 
Au: hotrgand Cauſers of all our miſerics and diſtraRtions,both 
before and fithence.

On the other ſide, a multitude of Complaints and Grie- 
vances of all ſorts, alwell concerning our Fternall as our 
Temporall eſtates were preſented and pur in the other bal- 
Jance : The wiſedome of that great Councell. waighing both 
mdiffcrently, and looking not onely upon the dangers then 
threatned from Scorland (which are now upon ts) but like- 
wiſc taking into their conſideration the Condition and Con- 
fiitution of the preſent government here at home, concluded 
that they were in no capacity to give , unleſſe their grieyan« 
ces were firſt redrefſed andremoved.. 

For Mr.Speaker, it then was,and ſtil! is, moſt manifeſt and 
apparent, that by ſome judgements — obtamed in Coure 
of Juſtice , and by ſome new wayes of Government latel 
ſtarted up among us; the Law of property is ſo muc 
ſhaken, that no man car fay he is Maſicr of any thing ; But 
all that we have , wee hold as Tenanrg by courtefic, and at 
will, and may be ſtripped of it at pleaſure. 

Yet Mr..Speaker, deſirous to give his Majeſtie all poſſible: 
ſarisfaCtion and contentment, as well in the manner of ſup- 
p'y for expedition, as in the ſubſtance and matter of it, wee 
confined and limittcd our ſelves but to three particulars one« 
ly,and to ſuch matters as properly and naturally ſhould have

Mr. Speaker, the violations complained of the laſt Parlia- 
ment, touching our priviledges, were of two ſorts; cither 
duch as had becne done in Parliament or out of Parliament, 

Concerning the violations of the firſt ſort, it was reſolved 
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, that the $ refuſi puta queſtion , 
CI Sree 


Or e6 adjourne the Houſe upon any command whatſo- 
ever, without the conſent and approbation of the Hole ir 
{clfe, were breaches and violations that highly impeached 
our priviledges, 


And having paſſed the vote , I conceive it were fit wee 
ſhould now proceed a little further , and conſider of a way 
how to be repaired againftthem that haye becne the viola- 
ters : For Exccution docs animere Legenf#'The putting of 
an old Law in Execution , you know Mr.Speaker, does of+ 
tentime3doe more good then the making ofa new one. 


As concerning the violations of the other fort , done out 
of Parliament in Courts of Juſtice ', and at the Councell 
board, where ncither our perſons nor our procceding ought 
to have bcene controlled or medled withall ; And as con- 
cerning matters of Religion , and the pro of our goods 
and cliates , there were divers things then likewile peed 
upon by vote , whereupon a conference was deſired to have 
beene with the Lords : But what interjeRions and rubs wee 
met withall by the way , and how the Lords countervoted 
the precedency of our grievances, and how onr Speaker 
was taken away from amongſt us , and what an unhappy 
concluſion we had at the laſt , the remembrance of it were 
a ſubjeR too fad to begin another Parliament wi: hall. 


Therefore Mr.Speakey , I ſhall paſſe from what way done 
the lalt Parliament, and come ta what hath beene done (imce 
that Parliament ended. 


MSmelyghero ee ſome worthy Gentlemen now of this 
Houſe that were members of the laſt Parliament, that carricd 
in the matters and buſeſſes then and there ag1- 
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moderation. But what had they at laſt for all their paines; 
inattending the publique trince of the Common-weal

Nay Maſter Sp:akey , they goe a little further, for t 
would-have us {weare, that the government of the Chur 
by Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deanes, Archdeacons,&c. is Zure 
dvine, Theix words arc, 4s of right it ought to ſtand; Where- 
as Maſter Speaker, wee mect not with the name of an Arch» 
biſhop, or a Deane, or an Arch-deacon in all the new Te- 
ſtament , And whatſoever may bee faid of the Function of 
Biſhops. it is one thing : But for their Juriſdiction it 1s 
- ervoly Humana ixnflitatione, and they mult thank the King 

or it.

This chance and rhe deare experience H.the 3.himſelfe 
had made at the Parliament at Oxford in the 40, yeare of

To make a people rich,they muſt have eaſe & juſtice. 
Eaſc in their Conſciences from the bane of Superſtition, 
from the intolerable burthen of innnovation in Reli- 
gion, and from the racks and tortures of ſtrange and 
newfangled Oaths. They muſt be eaſed 1n their per- 
ſons, being hberi bomines , and not Villaner z Allillegall 
arrcits and impriſonment againſt Megns Cberts, being 
our greateſt libertics. They muſt be eaſed in their lands 
from Forreſt, where never any Deer fed , fromdepopu- 
lations, where never any Farm was decayed , and from 
inclolures,where never any hedges were ſer.

Ovations in Religion, which are univerſally ac- 
knowledged to be the maine cauſe of commori- 
' ons in Kingdomes and States, andare knowne 
to be the true cauſe of our preſent troubles, were many 
and grear, beſide the book of Ordination, and Homilics, 
1, Some particular alterations in marcers of Religion, 
prefied upon us wirhour order, and againſt Law, con- 
as bas the forme eſtabliſhed in onr Kirk, 2, A new 
booke of Canons and Conſtitutions Ecclehafſticall. 3, 
A Liturgy, or booke of Common-prayer, which did al- 
{0 carry with them many dangerous errors in matters of 
Do&trine, Of all which we challenge the Prelate of Can- 
terburie, as the prime cauſe on carth, 
. And firſt, that this Prelate was the Author and urger 
of ſome particular changes, which made great diſtur« 
bance amongft us, we make manifeſt, 1. By fourteen 
letters ſubſcribed , I, Cant, in the ſpace of two yeares, 
to one of our pretended Biſhops, Baxzatine , wherein 
he often enjoyneth him, and other pretended Biſhops, 
co appeare in the Chappell in their whites , contrary ro 
the cutome of our Kirk , and to his promiſe made to the 
preteaded Biſhep of Edmburgb, atthe Coronation,.that 
none of chem atrer that rime, ſhould be preſſed ro _ 
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rhelſe garments, thereby moving him- againſt his will co 
put chem on. for that time ; wherein he direQerh him to 
give order for ſaying the Engliſh Service in the Chappell 
_— for his negle# ſhewing him, that he was di 
appointed of the Biſhopricke of Edinburgh , promiſing 
him uppon the greater care of theſe Novations, adyance- 
ment to a berter Biſhoprick, taxing him for his bold- 
neſſe in Preaching rhe ſound Du&trine of the reformed 
Kirks, againſt Maſter Mitchell, who had taught the er« 
rors of Arminius in the point of the extenr ofthe meric 
of Chriſt, bidding him ſend up a liſt of the names of 
Councellours and Senato:s of the Colledge of Juſtice, 
who did not communicate in the Chappell, in a forme 
which was nor received in our Kirk , commending him 
when he found him obſequious to theſe his commands ; 
relling him rhat he had moved rhe King the ſecond rime 
for the puniſhment of ſuch as had nor received in the 
Chappell : and wherein he vpbraided him bircerly, rhar 
in his firft Synod at Aberdein, he had only diſputed: a- 
gainſt our cuſtomeof Scorland, of faſting Gaction on 
the Lords day, and preſamptnouſly cenſoring oor Kirk, 
that in this we were oppofire to Chriſtianity ir ſelfe, and 
that amongſt us there were no Canons ar all : More of 
this tuffe may be ſeen in the letrers themſelves. 
Secondly, by rwo papers of memoirs and inſtrn&ions 
from the pretended Biſhop of Saint Ardroir, to the pre- 
rended Biſhop of oſſe, comming to this. Prelate for or« 
dering rhe affairs of the Kirk, and Kingdome of Scot{and; 
as nor only to obrain warrants, to order the Exchequer, 
the Privy Connſel , the grear Commiſſion of Surren= 
ders, the marter of Balmerin#s proceſſe, as might pleaſe 
our Prelares; bur warrants alfo for firting of the Migh- 
Commiſſion Court once a weeke in Edinbwreb, and to 
gaine from rhe Noblemen, for the benefit of Prelares, and 
their adherents, the Abbacies of K-1ſo, Arbroith, St, An- 
dr04, and Lindo, andin the fmalleft marrers to _—

hy ſecond Novation which troubled our peace, way 
a booke of Canons, and Conſticutions Eccleſiaſtical, 
obreuded upon our Kirk, found by our generall Aſſem- 
bly, ro be deviſed tor eſtabliſhing a ryrannicall power in 
the perſons of our Prelaces, over the worſhip ot God, o« 
ver the conſcienc:s, libertics, and goods of the peop!e; 
and for aboliſhing th2 whole Diſcipline and governmene 
of our Kirk, by generall and proviaciall Aſſemblies, 
Pre$byrerics, and Kirk-Sefhons which was {crled by Law, 
and in comtinuall praftile fince the rime of Refurmacion ; 
that Corterbury was Malter of this work is maniteſt. 

By a booke of Canons ſent to him, wrice=n upon che 
one fide onely , with the ocher (ide Mlanke, for corre tis 
ons, additions, and pur-ing all in berter orderar his plea- 
ſure ; which accordingly was done, as may que by 
Intcrlinings, marginalls, and filling up of the blanke 
page, wirh direftions fent ro the Prelates 3 and that ic 
was done by no other then Canterbury, is evident by his 
Magitteriall way of preſcribing, and by anew copic of 
theſe Canons, all written with Sc, Androis owne hand, 
preciſely ro a lerrer, according to rhe former caltigarivns 
{ent back for procuring the Kings warrant.unto it, which 
accordingly was obtained ; bur with anaddirion of fome 
other Canons, and a paper of ſome other corrections. 
According to which, the book of Canons thus compoſed, 
was publiſhed io Print, the inſpeRion of che buoks, in- 
truſtions, and his lecters of joy for the ſucceſſeof the 
worke , and of others letters ot the Prelare of London, 
aud che Lo-d Sterting, to the ſame purpoſe ; all which 
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we are r2adie to exhibite, will put che matter out of all 
Cebare. 

Bc ſides this generall , there be ſome things more ſpe 
ciall worthy to be adverced unto, for diſcovering his ſpi- 
ric. Tt. The fourth Canon of Cap. 8. for aſmuch as no 
retormarion in Dofrine or Diſcipline can be made 
ic& at once in any Church; therefore ir ſhall, and may 
be lawfull for the Church of Scotland ar any time to make 
remonftrance to his M. or his facceſſcrs, 8&c, Becauſe 
this Canon holderh rhe doore open ro more innovations; 
Ke wriceth to the Prelateof Roſſe his privie agent in all 
this worke of his great gladneſſe, chat this Canon did 
ſtand bebinde the curtaine , and his grear deſire thar this 
Canon may be printed fully, as one that was to be moſt uſefull, 
Secondly, the title prefixed ro theſe Canons by our Pre. 
lares, Canons agreed upon to be propencd to the ſeverall 
Synods of the Kirk of Scotland ; is thus changed by Car 
terbury ; Canons and conltirutions Eccleſiaſtical, &c. 
O:daincd to be obſerved by the Clergy, Re will not have 
Canons ro come from the authoriry of £ynods, bur from 
the power of Prelates, or from che Kings Pcerogative, 
Thirdly, the formidable Canon, Cap..3. threatning no 
lefſe chen excommunication againſt all ſuch perſons whc« 
ſoever ſhal] open their mouthes againſt any of theſe 
bookes » proceeded nor from our Prelates, nor is to be 
found in the copie ſent from them , but is a thunder- bolr 
forged in Canterburies owne fire, 4. Our Prelates in di- 
vers places w'tneſſc their diflike of Papiſts. A Miniſter 
ſhall be depoſed it he be found negligent co convert Pa» 
piſts.

Aichough che words ot the renth Canon 
eap.z befaire, yer the wicked incentions of Canterburie, 
and Reſſe, may be (een in the point of juſtificacion of a 
ſinner betore God , by comparing the Canon as it came 
from our Prelates, and as it was returned from Canter 
bury, and print:d, our Prelaces fay thus : It is manifeſt 
that the ſuperſtition of former Azes, bath turned intoa great 
propbaneſſe, and that people are growne cold fur the moſt part 
in doing any good, thinking there is no place to good works, be.

idolatries, and to be repugnant to the DoArine, Dilci- 
pline, and order of our Reformation , to the confeſſion 
of faich, conſticucions of gcnerall Aſſemblies, and As 
cf Parliament, eftabliſhing the true Religion : rhar rhis 
allo was Canterburies worke, we make maniteſt, 

By the memoirs, and inſtru4ions ſent unto him from 
our Prelates, wherein they gave a fpeciall acconnt of the 
diligence they had uſed, to do all which herein they were 
cnjoz3ned, by the approbation of the Service booke ſent 
ro them ; and of al the marginall corrections, wherein 
it varicth from the Engliſh book, ſhewing rheir defire ro 
have ſome few things changed in ic, which norwichſtand= 
ing was not granted : This we finde wricten by Saine 
Androis own hand, and ſubſcribed by him, and ine orher 
of our Prelates. 

By Canterlurics owne letters » wicneſſes of his joy, 
when the booke was readie for the Preſſe, of his prayers 
thar God would ſpeed the worke, of rhe hope to ſee thar 
Service ſer up in Scotland , of his diligenceto ſend for 
the Printcr, and direting him to rome a black lerrcr, 
and ro fend ir.ro his ſervants at Ecinbwrgb, for gong 
this booke.

on their knees, that the Prieſts elevation ſo magnified in 
the Maſſe, and the peoples adoration may go together ; 
That in this poſture, ſpeaking with a low voyce, and, 
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muttering (for fomerimes he is commanded to ſpeak with | 
alowd voyce, and diftinly ) he be not heard by che 
people ;' which is no lefle a a Wk y Cane, af 
ple, then if the words wgre {poken in an unknown lan« 
guage. As there is no word of all this in the Engliſh Ser« 
vice, aig own in King gm. give m_ 
Presbyter his liberry of geſture, which yer gave ſuch of- 
fence to Bucer, ( the _ the book : and even in 
Coſſanders own judgement, a man of great moderation 
in marters of this kinde) that he callerh them , Nunquam 
ſatis execrandos Miſſ* geſtus , and would have them to bo . 
abhorred , becauſe chey confirm to the fimple and ſuper- 
ſicious ter impiam & exitialgm Miſſe fiduciam,

us jeas, fall perceive that his intentions were and 
rge againſt all the reformed Kirks, and reformation of 
Religion, which in his Majeſties Dominions wes pant- 
ing, anJ by this time had rendred up the ghoſt , if God 
had nor in a wonderfull way of mercy prevented us: and 
that if che Pope himſelfe had been in his lace, he could 
not have been more popiſh , nor conld he more zealouſly 
hvac negotiated for Rome, againft the reformed Kirks, ro 
reduce them tothe Herefies in Dofrine, the Superſtiti- 
ans ard Idolatry in worſhip,and rhe Tyranny in Govern= 
ment which are in that Sea, and for which the reformed 
Kirks did ſeperate from ir, and come forchof Babel, F bow 
umn 
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him certainly hath ifſued all chis deluge, which almoſt 
hath overrurned a'l. We are therefore confident thac 
your Lordſhips will by your meanes deale affeQtualiy 
with the Parliament , thar this great fircbrand be prc. 
ſently removed trom hig Majcitics preſence » and*thic he 
way be put to criall , and pur to his deſerved cenſure ac- 
cording ro the Lawes of the Kingdome, which ll be fer- 
vice ro God, honor to the Kingand Parliament; cerrvr 
tothe wicked, and comfort to all good men, and to us 
in ſpeciall ; who by his means principally have been pur 
tolo manyand grievous affliftions, wherein we had peri- 
ſhed, it God had nor been wich ns. 

We do indeed confefſe chagghe Prelares of England 
hate hecn> of very different hamors, ſome of them of « 
more hor, md others of them, men of a more moderate 
temper, ſome of them more, and ſome of themleſſe in. 
clinable co Poperie, yer whar knowne truth, and conſtanc 
experience hath made undeniable, - we mult at this op« 
porrunitie profeſſe, that trom the firſt time of: Reforma» 
tion of rhe Kirk of ScaZand, nor only after the comming 
of King James of happy memory into England, buc be+ 
fore the Prelares of England, have beenþy all means un- 
ceſfantly working the overthrow of our Diſcipline and 
Government. And it hathcome to palle of lare, that rhe 
Prelares of England having prevailed, and brought us ro 
ſubjeivn in the point of government, and finding their 
long waited for opportunity, and a rare coAgruity of ma- 
ny ſpirics and powers, ready to cooperate for their ends, 
have made a ſtrong aſſault upon all the externall worſhip, 
and Doqrine of our Kirk.

felv<s, as trom the innare qualiric and nature. t their co 
fice and Prelacicall Hierarchy, which did bring forth the 
Pope in'ancicnt times , and neves cealcth till ir bringerh 
torch popiſh DoArine and wurſhippe ; where ir is once 
rooted, and the principles t} crevt tomented and con» 
ſtancly tollowed, And trom that antipathy and inconft« 
ftency of the two torme:s of Eccletiaftica]] Govexnmenc, 
which they conceived, and not wirhovrt canle, chat 'ong 
Iſland wnited alſounder one head and Monarch, wes noe 
ablc co beare z the one bin - the ſame in a'l the parts and 
wers, which it wes inthe time of Popery, and now is 
1the Roman Church, The other being the forme pt Go» 
vernment, received, maintained, and praiitl by all rhe 

Retormed Kirks, whe ein by their own tceſtimonics and

N our Declarations wc have joyned with 
che Lond Lievemuc of Eien, 


No other cauſe of his malicc can we conceive, bur 
firſt his pride and ſupercilious diſdain of the Kirk of 
Scotland, which in bis opinion declared by his ſpeeches 
hath not in italmoſt any thing of a Kirk , although the 
Reformed Kirks, and many worthy Divin& land 
have given ample teſtimony tothe Refarmarion of the 
Kirk vm ayarry 

Secandly,our open oppoſition agai angerous 
innovation of Religion intended, and very far promoved in 
all bis Majeſtics deminions , of which he hath ſhewed 
himſclfe in his own way no lefle zcalous then Canterbury 
bimſclfe, as may appeare by his advancing of his Chap» 
lain, D.Bramble, not only to the Biſhoprick of Dey, 
but alſo to be Vicar-genersl of ha 4 wan prompted 
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r exalting of Canterlmrian Popery, and Arminicnifme, that 
jo res © Arras haveth kms of bath ſwords, a» 
inſtall that ſhould maintain the Reformation, by his 
2 bringing of D; Chappel, 'a man of the ſamc ſpirit, to 
Univerſity of Dablin , for Pofning the fountains , and 
corrupting the Seminaries of the Kirk, 
And thirdly, when the Primate of Ireland did preſſe 
a new ratificatior! of the Articles of that Kirk, in Parli- 
ament for barring ſuch Noyations in Religion, he bold 
ly menaccd him-with the burning by the hand of the 
Hang-than, of that Confeſſion , alchough confirmed in 
former Parliaments, 

When he found that the Reformation begun in Sevt= 
Land did ſtand in his way , hc l:ft no means unaſlaicd to 
rub _— upon ae, and our canſc, The preces prin- 
ted at Dublin, Examen conjurationie Scoticane , The un« 
girding of the Scottiſh Armour: th: pamphlet bearing 
the counterfeit name of Liſtmacbus Nicanor ; all three 
ſo full ofcalumnics , flanders, and fcurtilities againſt 
our Countrey , and Reformation, that the Jeſuitcs in 
th:ir greatcſt ſpitc, could not have ſayd more ,. yet not 
only the Authors were rriem enter ard rewarded by 
him, but the books muſt bear his name, as the gr-ar 
Patron borh of the work and workmars.. 

When the Nationall Oath a4 Covenant warranted 
by our genga!l Afſemblics, was approved by Parlia- 
ment inthe Articles ſubſcribed jo the Kings name, by 
his Maicſtics high Commiſſioner, and by the Lords of 
privie Ccunſcll, and Commanded to be ſworn by his 
Mzj ſtics SubicRs of all ranks ; and particular and pl-- 
nary information was given unto the Licyctcnane , by 
men of ſuch quality & hc ought to have bel. eved , of 
the loyalty * vur hears to the King, of the lawfulncſle 
of onr proccedings, and innocency of our Covenant, 
and whole courſe, tht he could have no excuſe : yer 
hus Ecſperate malice made him to bend his craft ard 

| ; cruclty, 
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his fraud and forc-s againſt ns, For firſt, he 
ily call up to D«blan ſom; of our Country-men 


cruelty , 
did craf 
both of the Nobility and Gentry, living in ſreland, 
ſhewing themy that the King would conceive and ac» 
count them as Confpircrs with the. Scots, in their re» 
bclliouscourſcs, except ſomoremedie were provided ; 
and for romeryy ſuggeſting his own wicked invention, 
im 


to preſent unto him and his own wicked Councell,a pe 
tition, which he cauſed to be framed by the Biſhop of 
Raphoee, and was ſcen and corretcd by himſclfe, wher- 
in they petitioned to have an oath given them, contai- 
ning a formall renunciation of the Scottiſh Covenant, 
and adeep aſſurance never ſo much as to proteſt againſt 
any of his Majeltics commandements whatſocyer, 

No ſooner was this Oath thus craftily contriv'd, bur 
inall haſte it is {ent to ſuch places of the Kingdome 
w here our Countrey-men had rcfidence; and mea, 
. women,and all other perſons above th: years of ſixteen, 
conſtraincd either preſently to take the Qath, and ther- 
by renounce their Nationall Covenant as ſeditious and 
trayterous, or with violence and cruclty to be haled 
to the Jaylc, fined above the yalew of their eſtates, and 
te bc kept cloſe priſoners, and fo farre as we know, 
ſome are yet kept inpriſon , both men and women of 
good quality, for not renouncing that Oath which they 
had taken forty years ſince » in obedience to the King 
who then lived. A cruclty enſued, which may para» 
Ic1l the perſecutions of the moſt unchriſtian times : for 
weake women dragged to the Bench to take the Oath, 
dycd in the place, both mother and Child ; hundreds 
_ OE = ryprmatey A in the darkneſſe a vn 
nighe they might eſca Sea into Scot whi 
heaſands of them did fy cs being forced I Corn, 


Cattcll, Houſcs,and all t fled,o be prey totheir 
ecuting cnemics , the Lieyctcnants Officers. And 
ome inditcd and declared guilty of high-treaſon,for no 
Ppp 2 other 
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ether guileinefſe but for CE King our National oath, 
which was not ny impicty and injuſtice in it ſelf, and 
enattcr andoinſ of his Maj:ſtivs Subic&ts , but was a 
weakning of the Scot7 Plantation, tothe prejudice of 
that Kingdome, and his Maj-ſtics fervice, and was a 
high ſcandall againſt the Kings honour, and inrolcrable 
abuſeto his Majeftics traſt and muthoriry this Majeſtics 
Commiſſion, which was procured by the Licverenant, 
bearing no other penalty then a certification of noting 
the names of the refuſers of the oath. 

But by this his reſtlefle rage and infariable cruchy, 
againſt onr Religion and Countrey, cannot be kept 
within the bounds of Ireland, 

By this means a Parliament is called, And although 
by the fix ſubſidies granted in Parliament not lang bc- 
fore, and bythe baſe meatis which himſelf and his Otfi- 
ecrs did uſc, as ircontained in a late Remonſtrance, 
that Land was cxtrcamly impoverifked, yet by his 
fpeeches full of oathes and! affeverations , That we were 
Traytery and Rebelr , cxſting off all Afomarchic all Govern= 
mert, ec, hecxtorted from them foure new Subſidies, 
and indifÞs cxwſ#z before we were heard, procured that 
a Warre was udertaken, and forces ſhould be levied a» 

th{t vs, asx rebellious Nation, which wasalfo inte 1- 

to be an-extmple and preſident ro the Parliament of 
Englund tor granting fubſidics, and ſending a joynt Ar- 
mic for our utter rune, 

Accordingto his appointment in Parliament, the 
Armie was gathercd, and brought down ro the Coaſt, 
thregenmga daily invaſion of our Countrey, intending 
to makens « conquered Province, andto deſtroy our 
Religion, hberties, and Lawes, and thereby laying up- 
on'uya neceſſity of yalt charger, to keep forces on foot 
ov the Weſtcoaft to wait upon his comming. 

And as the War was denounced, and forces Lcavied 
before we were heard, Sobcforce the d:nourcing of the 


War, 
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War, our Ships, and _ on the Irifþ Coaſt were ta- 
ken, andthe owners caſt in priſou, aud ſome of thera 
inTIrons, Frigats were {cnc terth co ſcour our Coalts, 
which did take ſome, and burn others of our Barques. 

Having thus incitcd the Kingdome of Trel:nd,, aud 
= his forces in order there againſt us, with al haſte 

commeth to Englmd. 

- In his parting, at che giving up of the Sword, he 0+ 
penly avowcd our utter ruincaid defolation, in theſe 
or the like words, If I retrre 10 tht bonowrable Sword, 
Iſbill ave of the Scots neitber root nor branch, 

How ſoon: he commceth to Court, as before he had 
done very evill- offices againſt our Cxmmiſſioners, 
cleering our procecdings before the poynt z So now 
he uſcth all means toſtirup the King and Parliament a+ 

Sinſt ue, and tov move them to apreſent war, accord- 
mg to the precedent , and example of his own making 
in the Parliament of Ire/ard, And finding that his 
hopes failed him , and hig deſignes ſuecceded nor thar 
way, inhis aimbicneſſs he taketh anocher courſe, char 
the Parliament of Engimd may be broken aps and dew 
ſpifing their wiſedome and authority, not oncly wich 
great gladnefle acceptcth, bur uſcth ajl mcans that the 
conductof rhe Army inthe cxpedicion agaiaſt Scotland, 
may be put upon him ; which accordingly he obrajncth 
as generall Captain, with powcr to-irvale, kill, lay, 
and fave at his diſcretion, and to make any one, or moe 
Deputies in his ſtead, todo, andex:cuteall the power 

authoritics committed ro him. 

According'tothe largenefle of his Commiltion, -and 
Lerters Patents of his deviling, ſo were his deportments 
afterwards; for when the Scars , according rotheir dee 
clarations ſent before them, were comming in 2 p*acce 
able way , far from any intentionto invadeany of his 
Maj:{ties Subie&s, and (t3]] ro ſapplicate his May (ty 
for a ſcrled peace, lic gave order to his Oiticersto hght 
Ppp3 with 
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with them on the way, that | two Nations once cid 
tred in blond, whatſoever ſhould be the ſucc-fi:, he 
might eſcapetriall and cenſure, and his bloudy deſigns 
might be put in execution againſt his Maieltics 'Sub- 
1:&s ot both Kingdomes, 

Whenthe Kings Maicſty was again cnclin:d to hear« 
ken to cur petitions, and to compoſe our differenccs in. 
a p:accable way,and the Pecrs of Englznd convecned at 
Yorke, had, as bcfore, in their great wiſedome and faith» 
fulncſle given unto his Maicſtics Countds of peace, yer 
this fircbraad (till ſmoaketh 4, and in that honorable AL 
ſcmbly, takxcth upon him to breath cur. threatnings a- 
gainſt us as Traytors, and encmies to Monarchiall go- 
vernment ; that we beſcnt home again in our bloud, 
and he will whip us out of England. 

Andas theſe were his ſpeeches in the time of the 
Treaty appointcd by his Maicſty at Rippon, that if it had 
been poſſible it might have bzen broken up. $9 when 
a-Ceſſation of Arms was happily agreed upon there, yet 
he ccaſ:th not, but till his praiſes were for war ; His 
under ofticerscan tell who it was that gave them Com+ 
miſſion to draw ncar in Arms beyonJ the Teeſe, in the 
rime of the Treaty at Rippon. 

The Govcrnour of Barwicke, and: Carlite can thew, 
from whom thcy had their warrants for their Afts of

we doall ſeck peace, ar dfollow after it, as our Com- 
mon happineſſe, do preſume that this will be the parti- 
tion wall to divide us, and to make us loſe all our 1: 
bours taken about rhe former demand , whercin by the 
help of Gol, by his Maieſtics Prigcely goodn« le end 
Iuflice , and your Lordſhips noble and cquall dealing, 
we have ſo fully accorded, and to keep us from proy'.

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It is now, we ſuppoſe, known to all England, cipe- 
cially ro both the honorable Houlcs of Parliament,and 
by the occaſion of this Treaty , more particularly to 
your Lordſhips, That our diſtrciſcs in our Religion and 
Libertics, were of late more prefſing-than we were a- 
bl-to bears That our Complaints and Supplications for 
rcdreflc, were —_— at laſt with the tcrrors of an 
Army 3 That after 8 pagikcation greater preparations 
were made for war, whereby *miny Aﬀts of Hoſtiliry 
were done agaii t-us,voth by.Sca and Landy The Kuige 
dome wanted adminiſtration 'of Juſtice, and we con=

brouZhtto this extreme and intolerable neceſſity, ci- 
thr tomaintain divers Armics upor) our Bord. a* 
Fainſt Invaſion from England or Ireland , ftill tobe de» 
prived of the bencfit of all th: Courts of Juſtice , and 
not onely ro maintain ſo many thouſands as were ſpoyl- 
cd of their ſhips and goods, but to want all Commerce 
by Sea, to the undoing of M-rchants,of Saylors, and 
many othef who lived by Fiſhing, and whoſe Callings 
arc upholden from hand to mouth by Scatrade: Any 
one of which evils is able in a fſhoretimeto bring the 
moſt potent Kingdome to Confuſion , Ruine, and D:= 
{folation, how much more all the three at one time com« 
binedto bring th: Kingdome of Swtland to beno mory 
a Kingdome : Yet all theſe bchoved We cither to cn« 
durcandunder no other hope, than of the perfc& la» 
very of our ſelves, and our poſterity , in our ſouls, 
Lives, and mcans ; Octo reſolve to come into England, 
not ro nakeany Invaſion, or with any purpoſe to tight, 
except we were forced, God is our , our ations 
arc our witneſſes, and England doth now acknowledge 
the truth, agaipft all ſuſpicions co the contrary , and a« 
painſt the impudenr lies of our enemies, bur for onr're» 
ief, defence, and preſervation which we could finde by 
no other means, when we had eſayed all means, and had 
at 
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at large expreſſed our pungent, and preſſing neceſſities, 
ro the Kingdoms _ Parliament ofa Since 
theretore the war on our part (which is noocher but our 
coming into England with a Guard ) is defeniNve, and 
all meh do acknowledge , thit in common equity , the 
defendant ſhould ror be tuffered ro periſh in his juſt and 
neceſſary defence, bur chat the perſuer , whether by way 
of Legall rocefle in chetime of 1 Peace, or by way of vi- 
olence ane unjuſt invakion ia the cime of war, ought to 
bear the charge; of the defendanr, Wetruſt chat your 
Lordfhips will think char ir is nor againſt reaſon for ns 
rodemand ſome reparation of this kinde , and that the 
Parliament of Eng/and, by whoſe wiſedome and juſtice 
we have expe&c<d ctheredrefle of our wrongs » will take 


* ſachcoyurle, as buth may in reaſon give us fatisfaRion, 


and may in the notable demonſtration of their Juſtice, 
ſerve moſt tor their own honour, 

Our earneſtneſſe in following this our Demand, doth 
not ſo far wrong our fight, and make ms {0 undiſterning, 
as not ro make a difference berween the Kingdome and 
Parliament of England, which didneich-r diſcerne nor 
ſet forward a Warre againſt us, And that prevalent ta- 
Aion of Prelares and Papiſts who have moved every ſtone 
againſt us, and uſed all forts of means, not onely rheic 

unſdls, Subfidies, and Forces, bur rheir Church Ca- 
nons and Prayers, for our utterruine; which makerh chem 
obnoxious to our juſt accuſarions, and guilry of all the. 
loffes and wrongs which this tim: paſt we have ſuſtained: 
Yet this we deſire your Lordſhips to confider,, That the 
States of the Kingdome of Scotl2nd being aſſembled, did 
endeayour by their Declarations, Informations, and Re- 


- monſtrances,and by the proceedings of their Commilli- 


oners, to make known unto the Councell, Kingdome, 
and Parliament of England, and to torewarn them of 
the miſchief intended againſt borh Kingdomes,, in their 
Religion and Liberties, by the Prelares and papiſts, to 
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the end that our Invaſion from Englmd might have been 
prevented, if by the prevalency of the faCtion ir had 
becn poſſible.” And therefore we may now with the 
grearer realun and confidence preſſe our Demand-; that 
your Lord(hips, the Parliament, the wa, 2 , and the - 
King himlelt, may ſee us repaired in Qur lofles, at the coſt 
of that fation by whoſe means we have {uſtained fo much 
damage; And which, except they repent, we finde for- 
row recompenced for our grict, torments for our toy], 
and an infiniregreater loſſe for the Temporall my they 
have brought upon a whole Kingdome, which was dwel= 
ling by them in peace, : 

All the devices and doings of our common enemies, 
were to bear down the truthof _ and the juſt lis - 
berciesof the SubjeRts in both Kingdomes, They were 
confident to bring chis abour one of rwo wayes: Either 
by blocking us up by Sea and Land, to conftrain us to ad» 
mic their will for a law both in Church and Policy, and 
thus ro make us a precedent for the like miſery in Eng- 
Lind, or by their Invaſionof our Kingdome, to compell 
us furiouſly, and wichour order, to break into England ; 
That the two Nations onceentred into a bloody Warre, 
they might fiſh in our troubled waters, and catch their 
delired prey, Bur as we declared before our coming: We 
eruſted that God would turn their wiſedome into fooliſh« 

neſſe, and bring their devices upon their own partes, 

our Intentions and Reſolutions to come into Engla 

as among our Brethren , in.the moſt peaceable way thac 
could ſtand with our ſafery, in reſpe& of our common 
enemics, to preſcnt our petitions for ſerlingour peace, 
by a Parliament in England, wherein the intentions and 
ations, both of our adverſaries, and ours, mighe be 
brought to light ; The Kings Maicſty and the Kingdome 
rightly informed, The Authors and Inſtruments of our 
divifions and troubles puniſhed, All rhe miſchiefs of a 
Nationall and huleklt wage prevented , and = 
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and Liberty wich greater and amity than ever bez 
fore cſtabliſhed, againſt a | che crate and violenceof our 
enemics. This was our Declaration before we fer our 
England, from which our deporements fiance havenor vas 
ried. And it hath bzen the Lords ryondertull doing, by 
the wiſe counſels, and juſt proceedings of the Parliamenc, 
ro bring ir in a great parc to paſle, and to give us lively 
hopes of a happy concluſion : And therefore we will ne- 
ver doubt, bur that the Parliamenc in their wiſedom and 
juſtice, wi:l provide that a proportionable part of che 
colt and charges of a work fo great and & comfortable 
to both Nations be born by che Delinquents there, that 
wich-che better conſciente the good people of England 
may fit under their own Vines and —_ retrelhiag 

.themſclves,alchough upon our great pains and hazard, yet 
not alrogerher upon our coſt and charges, which we are 
not able to bear. 

The Kingdome of Engl: doth know and confeſſe 
that th= innovation of religion and liberties in Scotland, 
were not the principall defigne of our common cn :mics 
bur that both in the intention of che workers, whoſe zea 
was hotrelt for ſerling their devices ar home : andin the 
condition of the work, makingus whom they conceived 
to be the weaker for appaien co be nothingelſe bur a 
leading caſefor England, And that alchough by the pow= 
er of God, which is made perfc&t in weaknelle,rhey have 
found amongſt us greater refiſtance rhan they did fear, 
orcicher rhey or our (=lves could have apprehended ; Yet 
as it hath been the will of God that we ſhauldendure the 
heat of the day, fo in the evening the precious wages of 
the vindication of religion, liberties, and laws are to be 
received by both Kingdoms, and will corich,we hope, to 
our unſpeakable ioy, the preſent age, and rhe paſteriry 
avich bleſſings that cannot be valued, and with the good 
people of England, eſtcera more than treaſures of Gald, 
and willingly would kave puachaſcd with many thou- 

Q.qq 2 ſands, 
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finds, We do not plead as 42 HO! and piety have 
moved ſome men to ſerve God upon their own colt, and 
thac jaitice 2nd cquiry have direfed orhers , where rhe 
harveſt hach been co;nmon to conlider the _ of labour 
ring, and the charges of the ſowing , yer chus much may 
we ſay, thar had a forraigne enemy , intending to reduce 
the whole Ifland into Popery, made the firſt affaulc upon 
her weakneſſe, we nothing doubr bur the Kingdome of 
Fnzland, from their defire ro preſerve their Religion and 
liberties, would have faund rhe way to bear with us rhe 
cxpence of ourTefiſtance and lawtall defence, how much 
more being invaded, although not by Ergland , yet from 
Eel md, by common enemies, fecking rhe ſame ends, we

We will never conceive that ir is ei her the will or the 
weal and honour of England, that we ſhould go from 
blefied a work; after ſo manygrievous ſufferings, bearing 
on our backs the inſupportable burdens of worldly ne + 
cefſitics and diftrefles, rerurn ro our Country empry, and 
exhauſted, in which the people of all ranks, ſexes, and 
conditions, have ſpent themſelves, The pofleſſions of e« 
very man who devored himſelf heartily to this cauſe, are 
burdened, nor onely with his own perſonall and particu- 
lar expence,but withthe pnblike and common charges;of 
which if there be no relict, neither can our Kingdom have 
peace at home,nor any more credir for Commerce abroad: 
Nor will it be poſſiblefor us, cithec to aid and affift our 
friends, or to refit and oppoſe the reſtlefſe and working 
wickednefſe of our enemies : The beſt fore will loſe mach 
of the ſivcerneſſe of rhe enjoying of their religion and 
libertics, and others will run ſach wayes, and undire&t 
courſes as their deſperare neceſlity will drive themInto, 
Weſhall be boe a burther) co'our ſelves, a vexation unto 
others, of whoſe ſtrength we defire to be a, conſiderable 
part, and a fir ſabjeR for our enemies to work upon for 
- their now diſappoinred, bur-never dying = 
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We will ot alledge bu. DM of other Kingdomes; 
wheretheloſTcs of neceflary and juſt defence had been 
repaired by the arter party, nor will we remember whar 
help webave made, according to @ur abilicies, ta other rc- 
formed Churches ; and what the kingdomeof England of 
old aud of lare hath done to G-7mrany , France, and Hol. 
land ;nor do we uſe {© many words, that England may be 
burthencd, and we eaſed , or that this ſhould be a marrer 
ot our Coverouſneſle, andnot of their Juſtice ard kind- 
neſſe ;Juſtice, in reſpeCt of our adverſaries, who are the 
+ Caules ofthe great miſery and neceſſity ro which we have 

been brought : kindencfſe, in the ſupply of our wants 
who have becn tender of th= welfare of England as of our 
own., that by this equality and mutuall refpe&, both 
Nations may be ſupported in ſuch ftrepgthand ſufticiens 
cy, that wemay be the more ſerviceable ro his Majeſty; 
and abound in every good work, both rowards one ano-

W:+5 have repreſented our loſſes, and t our 
diſtreſſed condition ingenuoufly, and in the fin- 
gleneſſe of our hearts, withvery great mederation, paſ 
ling over many things which to us are great burthens,that 
there might be no difficulty or cauſe of delay on onr 
part, hoPing that the honorable Houſes of Parliament 
would thereby be moved at their firſt convenicnce,to take 
the matter to their conſideration. 

e do not demand a total! reparation, nog do we 
ſpeak of the payment, rill we conſult abou the ſerling of 
a ſolid peace, ar which time the wayes of lifting and pay- 
ing the money, may be conſidered ; We do onely defire to 
know what proportioun may be expected, That rhis be- 
ing once determined , and all impediments arifing from 
our by-paſt troubles, removed, we may with the greater 
confidence,and more hearty conſent on bothſ1des, proceed 
ro the eſtabliſhing of a firm and durable peace for time to 
come.

And rherctore chat our adverſaries may be out of *—_

the more eafie : We are the more earncit, thar as the tor-

Your Lorcſkips upon the occaſion of ſome motiorg 
made hererofore of the rranſpoling of our Demands, do 
know, that noronely the fubRance, bur the order of the 
propounding of them, is contained in our inftrufions, 
And as wecan alter nothing without warrant , thecra.

God hath blefſed in this great work , to make 
known to the Pafliament , that we do no lefſe defire 
to ſhew our thankfulnefſe for their friendly aſſiſtance 
and relief, than we have been earneſt in demanding the 
Gme, But the thankfulneſſe which we conceive _ 
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due, doth not conſiſt in onr aft:&lons or words at this 
time ;bur in che mutuall kindenefle, and reall demonftras 
tions.ro-be expefted from the whole Kingdome of Scot- 
land in all cime coming : and that not onely for the mea» 
ſure and proportion , which the Parliament hath concei- 
vedrobe fit; and which(to begin our thankfulneſſe now) 
wedo in name of the whole Kingdome cheerfully ac- 
cept of, but alſo for the kinde and Chriſtian manner of 
granting it unto us, as to their Brethren, which addeth a 
weight above many thouſands, and cannor be compenſed 
but by paying their reciprocal love and dury of Brethren,
